It is to be obſerved 
that it is not the Cuſtom in Ruffa to ſend in 
word of one's coming, and that for this 
Reaſon it is very difficult to ſee their great 
Men. This was more than I knew, and 
therefore being gone to pay a Viſit to a cer- 
tain Boyat, none of his Servants would ac- 
quaint his Maſter with it, ſo that I was ob- 
liged to wait in the Court Yard half ſtarved 
with Cold, till his Lordſhip came out. Hay- 
ing made my Complements to him, he asked 
me whether I had any thing elſe to ſay; * 
on my anſwering in the Negative, he diſ- 
miſſed me with this Reply: J have nothing 
ro ſay to you neither. Though this Behag 
viour would not eaſily go down with me, 
et I ventured to go a ſecond time to viſit 
another Ruſſian. But as ſoon as he heard me 
mentioning my own Country, he cut me 
ſhort and flatly told me; I know nothing of 
that Country, you may go and apply to thoſe to 
whom you are directed.

The Elephant ſent as a Preſent to the 


Czar by the King of Perſia, was alſo pro-

Bow before the Palace. The Armenians, his 


Leaders, told us, that when they arrived at 


Aſtracan, the Ruſſians of that Place paid al- 


moſt divine Honours to that Beaſt, and even 


ſome hundreds of them rook their Knap- 
ſacks, and accompany'd him like an Idol a- 
bove forty German Miles. This Beaſt not 
being able to bear the cold Air, notwith- 
ſtanding a Houſe was purpoſely built for 
him, and heated in the Winter time, dy'd

ing ſometimes to the left, and ſometimes to 
the right, he proceeded ſome thoufands of 
Ferſfts farther into Siberia, meeting with ſe- 
veral Places where Copper and Silver Works 


might be eſtabliſhed. The Boyars and Sub- 


 Governours have ſet People to work in ſe- 

veral Parts up and down the Country, but 
things are ſo ill managed, that the Profit. is 
not like to defray the Expences. . Of this he 


made Report to the Czar, repreſenting that 


if he was 9 go again and take the Work in 
Hand, he ought to be provided with a good 
Number of Men, and a conſiderable Sum of 


Money to diſpoſe of as he ſhould think fit; 


but the Senate who were not ſenſible of the 
Profir, and pretended that the Expenges 
| ſhould be refunded out of the Produce of 
one Year, oppoſed his Deſign. However 
the Czar aſſured him that as ſoon as he had 
Peace, he would ſet about it in good earneſt. 
Prince Gagarin brought Gold Duſt with 
him, of which the ſaid B/4her made an Eſſay 
in the Czar's Preſence, when one Pound 
Weight of it was found to yield fourteen 
- Ounces of pure Gold. The Prince _— 
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The Preſent State of Ruſſia. 
ed only his Czariſh., Majeſty with the Se- 
eret where the Rufians had found the ſaid 
Gold Duſt. Siberia, according to Bliber's 
Report, is a plentiful Country, where there 
is ' wake of Cattle, Corn, and Fruits. The 
Governour has only four Companies of re- 
gular Forces, but the Inhabitants are a ſort 
of Coſacks or Free-booters, who upon his 
Orders are immediately mounted. There are 
in Siberia about nine thouſand Swedifſo Pri- 
- ſoners, Officers and Subalterns included, who 

indeed are not put to hard Labour and th 
hunting of Sables, in which none but Ruff N 
fan Priſoners are employed, however they 
lead a miſerable Life. There are only at 
Tobolsky upwards of eight hundred Officers 
who are poorly dreſſed like Peaſants, wear- 
ing nothing but Frocks ; they receive no- 
thing for their Subſiſtence neither from their 
King nor from their Relations, fo that they 
arc obliged to do Day-Labourer's Work for the 
Ruſſians. Some of them make Cards, (ſome 
Packs of which Prince Gagarin brought. 
to the Czar) others turn Snuff-Mbxes out of 
an unknown fort of huge Bones which they 
dig out of the Earth. Prince Gagarin, whom 
they almoſt adore in Siberia on account of 
1 his Liberality and good Nature, has diſtri- 
0 | bured near fifteen thouſand Crowns among 
the Priſoners during the three Years of his 
Government. They have built a Swedish 
Church with their own Hands, and have a 
. Miniſter, who was formerly of the Lutheran 
Church at Petersbourg, but by ſpeaking ſome 
unguarded Words incurred the Czar's Diſ- 
pleaſure, and was baniſhed into Siberia. A 
certain Swediſh Lieutenant Colonel, who was

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the Affection of the Inhabirams, that they 
let him want for nothing, and conſult him 


about all their Affairs. He told M. Biober, 


that he willingly would end his Days there, 
were he allowed to ſend for his Family. The 
Engineer M. La Val, who came into Ruſſa

but after Dinner he cauſed a Pipe to be pre- 


ſented to one of them who appeared to diſ- 
tinguiſh himſelf from the reſt, but he refuſed 
it, ſaying: They were ſeven Ambaſſadors who 
had dined with him, and as they were all equal 


in Rank, they ought to be equally uſed. They 


afterwards delivered their credential Letters, 
it being the Cuſtom of the Emperours of 


China on ordinary Occaſions, to ſend their 


Ambaſſadors only to the Czar's Governour, 


or Vice-Roy of Siberia. The ſaid Letters 


were written in the Latin, Chineſe, and Mon- 


galian Languages. The Ambaſſadors told 


the Prince, thar there was like to be a War 
between their Maſter and Bahadir a power-

„ iſh Majeſty has perceived the Ridiculouſ- 
et neſs of this Conceit, and that he has forc'd 
* his Subjects to rake Inſtructions from Fo- 
« reigners, they obey, but with ſuch inve- 
cc terate Pride that it hinders them from pe- 
ce netrating into what they are taught, and 
„ makes them upon the firſt Tincture of 
e Knowledge fanſy themſelves more learned 
„ and more able than their Maſters, whom 
they hate and vex; it being impoſſible that 
Preſumption ſhould yield to the Obliga- 
„tions they owe them. What is called 
„% Glory, Honour, and Diſintereſtedneſs, is 
« bur a Chimera with them. They cannot 
« conceive any other Object of the Soul but 
what terminates in the Senſes; nor can 
„e they comprehend that a Foreigner of Di- 
ce ſtinction who comes to ſerve them, ſhould þ 
ce be guided by a Principle different from 
„ that of getting Money; hence it is that 
they are continually railing among them- 
« ſelves at Foreigners, for ſelling their Lives 
“ for a little Money.” Every Man will be

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convinced by the Sequel of this Journal, that 


though this Gentleman knew the Ruſjans 
perfectly well, yet he did not mention aft 


their Qualities: But the Czar himſelf by his 
excellent Judgement ſoon thoroughly diſco- 
vered the Faults of his Subjects whom he 


uſed to call a Herd of Brutes whom he put 
into the Shape of Man, but deſpaired of e- 
ver breaking their Obſtinacy or rooting up 
the Perverſeneſs of their Hearts. This is the 


Reaſon that the Travels of. ſo many of the 


young Ruſſian Nobility, which they under- 
take well ſtored with Money, but without 
any Inſtruction or Manuduction, produce no 
other Effect than their picking out what is 


vicious in Germany and other Countries, with 
a Neglect of that which is good, and upon 
their Return into Ruſia making ſuch a Com- 


ound of Ruſſian Vices with it as proves de- 

ructive both to the Body and the Soul, and 
will hardly ever leave Room for true Virtue 
and ſincere Piety in Ruſia. There were ſome 
Ruſſians indeed who in their Travels by their 
Polireneſs and the good Behaviour they had 
acquired, had gained the Affection and Eſteem 
of ſome Perſons in Germany, who by their 


Example were induced to believe that it was

a young Ruſſian, by reaſon of that Sagacity 
and Cunning which is natural to almoſt the 
whole Nation, to attain by the means of a 
good Education and Inſtruction abroad, to 


the ſame Degree of Perfection as Children of 


other civilized Nations. Thoſe Ruſſians of 
Diſtinction, who partly are ſtill in Germany, 
partly are returned Home, and have diſtin- 
guiſhed themſelves by their Capacity, Pru- 
dence and polite Conduct, are Inſtances of 
this Aſſertion to the Reproach of their Coun- 
trymen. As for that Notion which the 
World entertains of the Czar's extenſive 
Knowledge, the ſame is entirely agreeable to 
Truth; and there is no Man who rightly 
knows the Czar that can queſtion his being 
the chief and moſt judicious. Miniſter, the 
moſt experienced General, Officer and Sol- 
dier of his Empire, the moſt learned of all 
Ruſſian Divines and Philoſophers, well verſed 
in Hiſtory and Mechanicks, an able Ship- 
wright, and ſtill a better Sailor in all which 
Sciences though he has but dull and reſty 
Diſciples, yer he has put the State of War 
upon an admirable foot, and brought his Sol-

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diery, particularly the Infantry, to that Re- 
utation that they yield to none in the 


orld, though they are till in great want 


of good Officers. In ſhort, as far as Fear 
and blind Obedience rather than Wiſdom of

ſion, According to a certain Ceremonial that had 


been agreed upon, the Ambaſſador ought to 


have made his Speech kneeling, but the Czar 
was pleaſed to wave that Ceremony for that 
time, and therefore admitted him only at 
Prince Dolgorucki's Houſe. The Ambaſſador 
upon his entering the Room put his Hands on 
his Knees and made three very low Bows, then 
he made his Speech, which being interpre- 
red, the Czar cauſed a ſhort Anſwer to be 
made to it only by a Secretary (whereas Per- 
fan Ambaſſadors are anſwered by the Great 
Chancellor) and aſſured him of his Favour by 
laying his own Hand on his Head. His Com- 
miſſion conſiſted of three Articles. Firſt, that 
his Prince and Maſter Hadgi Mabomet Baba- 
dir Cham rejoyced at his Czariſh Majeſly's 
Succeſs in War and the Increaſe of his Power, 
and recommended himſelf to his Favour and 
Protection. Secondly, he deſired the Czar 


to enjoin his Vaſſal the Tartarian Can Aiuga, 


to

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to keep good Neighbourhood and Peace with 


him, he ſeeming inclined to join with the 


Tartars ſubject to China, and to ſtir up others 


of his Neighbours againſt him: For which

the Can of Usbeck offer'd in Acknowledg- 


ment fifty thouſand Soldiers to the Czar, who 
| ſhould be always ready to march upon his 


Command. Thirdly, for a farther Teſtimony 


of the Can's Friendſhip he offer'd a Paſſage 
through his Dominions for the Czar's yearly 


Caravans to China, and even propoſed to en- 


ter into a Treaty of Commerce with Ruſſia, 


by which an incredible Advantage was to ac- 
crue to his Czariſh Majeſty, conſidering the 


Caravans were at that time obliged to make 
their Journey to Peking with great Inconve- 


niency and in a Year's time, through the 
whole Extent of Siberia, following the Wind- 


ings and Turnings of the Rivers, there being 
no beaten Road; whereas they might go thi- 


ther through his Maſter's Dominions on a 


good Road in ſour Months. He afterwards 
laid many Silks and other Chine/e and Perſian 


Goods together with rare Furrs at the Czar's 
Feet as a Preſent from his Maſter; telling 
withal that he left ſome Perſian Horſes and 
Beaſts behind at Moskow, and expreſſing his 
Concern that a fine Leopard and an Ape 
died on the Road. In this Speech he never 


ſtyled the Czar otherwiſe than. the wiſe Em- 
peror, which with them is the higheſt Ti- 


tle of Honour. His Name was Atſcherbi, be- 


ing about fifty Years of Age, of a lively and 
yenerable Aſpect, he wore a long Beard, his 
Habit was according to the Faſhion of the 
Eaſtern Nations, and on his Turbant he wore 
an Oſtriche's Feather, which, as he reported,

zoth, two Hundred Half. Gallies put to Sea 
from Petersbourg in the fineſt Order, and un- 
der continual Firing of their Guns, for Di- 


verſion ſake, and arrived the next Day at 


Gronſlot. On the 21ſt, about Dinner time, 
which was the Hour appointed, we repaired 
on Board our $zow, where we found the Am- 
baſſador of Usbeck, and ſeven Senators. The 


Weather was ſultry when we failed, and we 


had a gentle Breeze. Two Leagues off of Pe- 
zersbourg, by the Unskilfulneſs of our Ruſſian 
Captain, we got among the Flats, which ex- 
tend two Leagues into that Sea, as far as 
Cronſlot, till at length our Ship ſtuck on the 
Sand. The Sailors and Marines worked till 
ſeven in the Evening, when we got off; and 


the Captain, who was not apprehenſive of 


any Storm, gave plainly enough to under» 


ſtand, that he had Orders to exerciſe the Pa- 


tience of the Ambaſſador. of Usbeck, and of 


the reſt of the Company, for ſome Days on 


the Water; but at nine in the Evening, there 
aroſe ſuch a violent and dreadful Srorm, that 


the like was not remember'd at Petersbourg 


for the laſt four Years. What made our 
Condition the more dangerous, was the little 


Experience of the Captain, and his Mate, both 


Ruſſians, the old and leaky Ship in which we 
were, the Flats lying round about us, and the 
Storm more and more mores, upon ot 
asking the Mate, what was to 


kin, on Board a Suow, called the Rake, and 
to follow his Majeſty ro Cronſtot. On the

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whether there was any Hope of our cams 
he folded his Hands together, and anſwered, 

Bog ſuait, God knows. After twelve at Night 
the Boats ty'd ro our Veſſel were beat to 


pieces, and we loft our beſt Anchor, and 


with it all Courage, thinking of nothing but 


Death. The Ambaſſador of Usbeck, wo 


never had been on ſuch a Sea before, looked 
as pale as Death, and at laſt wrapt himſelf up 
in a Silk Quilt, and cauſed his Prieſt to ſit 


down on his Knees before him, and read 
_ ſomething out of a Book of the Prophet Aly, 
they being of the Perſian Religion. Towards 


Morning the Storm began to abate, when we 
ſaw the Veſſels that were driven from their 
Anchors, floating in the Sea. About ten the 
ſame Morning, a Captain arrived in a Boyer 
from Cronſlot, being ſent by the Czar to look 
out for. us, and to enquire how we fared. He 
was obliged, by reaſon of the Flats, to ſtep 
into a Boat, and told us of the great Con- 


cern his Czariſh Majeſty had expreſſed all 
Night on our account, and deſired us to en- 
deavour to come away; whereupon he left 


us, and we were forc'd to continue there the 
whole Day. On the 234 about Noon, the 


ſame Captain came to us again in a Half. 


_ Galley, which towed us, but ſlowly, out of 
the Flats, ſo that in the Evening we got 
within four Leagues of Cronſiot. On the 
24h we had a gentle Side Wind, which car- 
ried us to Cronſiot, where we at length arriv- 
ed ar three in the Afternoon. The whole 
Ruſſian Fleet was ranged in a Line without 
the Harbour, and ſaluted our Snom with all 
their Guns by the Czar's Order, that Ho- 


nour being deſigned for the Vice · Czar Roma-

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donoffsky, who was on board with us. His 
Czariſh Majeſty, with his Court, was on 
board the Catharine, to ſee us come up to the 
Shoar, and as ſoon as we had caſt Anchor, 
ſent us Orders to ſtay on board till he came 
to us. After having congratulated us on our 
ſafe Arrival, he bantered us for being ſo brave 
Seamen, went into our Cabin, and ſtay'd 
there above two Hours. The Ambaſſador of 
Usbeck cauſed divers Fruits of his Country to be 
ſerved up, and ſent for his Singers and Muſi- 
cians. The Czar was molt pleaſed with the 
two Singers, and their odd Tunes, which 
they accompanied with the clapping of their 
Hands, whiſtling with their Mouths, and 
ſtrange Geſtures. Ee 
The UE The Czar asked the Ambaſſador ſeveral 
_ ueſtions relating to his Country and its 
Al. Neighbours. He gave the following Ac- 
counts, Count, which the Czar was graciouſly pleaſ- 
ed to repeat to us in High-Dutch. That as to 
himſelf, he was his Maſter's firſt Servant, and

a certain Place; the Can was a Sovereign 
Prince, but his Authority was limited by a 
ſort of a Senate; the Country of Usbeck bor- 
dered upon China, Indoftan, and Perſia, with 
which Nations they had hitherto lived in A- 
mity; but their Wars had generally been 
with the neighbouring Tartars on this ſide 
Kuſſia; his Maſter was able to raiſe an * 8 
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back; (which his Czariſh Majeſty judged 


to be underſtood of all his Male-Subjects, 


reckoning old and young;) hitherto they 


had no Cannon, nor made uſe of them till 


of late, when they took ſome from their 


Enemies, which, however, were neither of 


the ſame Size, nor gave ſuch a Report, as 
thoſe of the Ruſſians; the ſtrangeſt of their 
Neighbours was the Great Mogul, on Account 
of his Governmenr, and the odd Way of ob- 
raining it; for if the reigning Emperor had 
ſeveral Sons, certain Governments were aſ- 


ſigned to each of them; but they gave their 


Orders out of a Priſon, to which they re- 
mained conſtantly confined during their Fa- 
_ ther's Life- time; but upon his Death they 
were ſet at Eiberty, and every one of them 
gathered as many Forces in his Government 
as he could raiſe, with which they were 
fighting among themſelves, till one overcame 


the reſt, who cauſed the others to be put to 


Death, killed without Mercy, which was the 
Caſe of the preſent Emperor, who has now 
five Sons himſelf. The Czar took this Op- 


portunity of reaſoning on Cruelty and Ty- 


ranny, and commended the Turks for having 
this thirty or forty Years paſt changed their 
Maxims of State, as to this Point, to which 
he added ſomething more in Praiſe of the 


great Chineze Empire, and then retired to his 


Houſe. Upon our parting, the Ambaſſador 
told us, he was informed that we alſo came 
from a remote Empire, and that our Mafters 


formerly beat the Turks, and raiſed the Siege 
of Vienna; he wiſhed to us as well as to him- 


felf, that our long Journies might be recom- 


penſed 
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of two hundred thouſand Men, all on Horſe-

penſed by good Succels in our reſpective Com- 


miſſions; deſiring us at the ſame time to give 
him this Mark of Friendſhip on our Return 


to Petersbourg, as to come to dine with him, 
which Honour he would not forget to re- 


member to his Maſter. 
On the 31 of May the Czar, in Quality 
of Rear-Admiral, failed with his Fleet of Men 


of War and Gallies from Cronſlot to the 


Height of Helſingfors; during which Abſence 
of the Czar from Petersbourg, there happen- 
ed but few things, of which I ſhall take no- 


rice. 


gave a noble Entertainment at Petersbourg, 


which was an Opportunity for me to ob- 


ſerve the Ruſſian Cuſtoms in Feaſting. Be- 
fore they ſit down to eat, thq Maſter and 


Miſtreſs of the Houſe, even rhe Czar and 


Czarina, as well as the chief Nobility, pre- 
ſent to their Gueſts with their own Hands a 
ſmall Cup of Brandy on a Plate, and among 


articular Friends the Miſtreſs ſalutes her 
Gueſts with a Kiſs. After ſitting down the 


firſt Courſe is ſerved up, conſiſting of cold 
Meat, Hams, Sauſages, Jelly-broth, and di- 


vers ſorts of Meat dreſſed with Oil of Olives, 


Onions and Garlick, which is left on the 
Table above an Hour; then come the Soups, 
roaſt Meat, and other hot Victuals, which 
make up the ſecond Courſe, and laſt of all 
the Deſſert. The Healths are begun at the 
very Beginning of the Meal, in large Cups and 


Glaſſes in the Form of Bells. At the Enter- 


tainments of People of Diſtinction, no other 
Wine is to be ſeen but that of Hungary, the

Beauties of Petersbourg appeared at this En- 
tertainment, they were already at that time 
in the French Dreſs, but it ſeemed to ſit very 
uneaſy upon them, particularly the Hoop- 
Petticoats, and their black Teeth were a ſuffi- 
cient Proof, that they had not yet weaned 

themſelves from that Notion ſo faſt riveted in 

the Minds of the old Ruſſiaus, that white

However, the like Prepoſſeſſions have ſince 
been ſo far removed, that a Stranger, who 
comes into a polite Aſſembly at Petersbourg, 
will hardly believe he is in Ruſſia, but rather, 
as long as he enters into no Diſcourſe, think 
himſelf in the midſt of London or Paris.

_ Having heard of ſome Samoieds living on Samoieds

| cauſed two Pleaſure-Houſes to be built there, terbourg; 


one 
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one of which lies hard by the Shore, and has 


bur ſix narrow Apartments, adorned with a- 


bundance of Peacock Feathers, all the Furni- 
ture conſiſting only of ſome Chairs and Tables. 


There is conſtantly a Guard of two Ruſſians 
in that Houſe. A Musket-ſhot further, in the 
thick Wood, lies the Houſe of the Ruſſian 
Overſeer, and near to it the Hut of the Sa- 
moieds, as allo a.ſmall Farm, in which there 
were then upwards of twenty Cows, which 


feed on the Graſs of the Iſland, and give the 


beſt Milk in thoſe Parts; for which reaſon the 
Butter made of it, is kept for the Czar and 


his Family. Upon our entring thoſe Huts, 


the Samozeds came creeping out from under 
their Hurdles, ſtaring upon us. They were 
ſeven in number all of a hideous Countenance, 


with flat tawny Faces, little Eyes, ſhort flat 


Noſes, and little or no Beard. The firſt of 
them who was their Commander, ſtept be- 
fore the others, laying his Arms acroſs and 
ſhaking his Head with a ſour Look, in which 
Poſture he continued for ſome time; the 
Women who were of our Company coming 
in afterwards, He grinned at them, ſet up a 
loud Laugh, and ſhaking his Head again crept 
in under his Hirdle, but ſoon came out again 


to us; then he went to his Rain- deer, made 
them riſe from the Ground, and led them by 


their Horns up to us, offering to take the 
Women by the Hand and make them fir 


down upon the Skins of Rain: deer, which 


Civility we prevented by giving him ſome 
Money, and ſo we left him. There were 
but four Rain- deer, two old ones, and two 
young, the reſt were dead, the Horns and 
Skins of which were hung up in the —

round about the Walls. From thence we 
went to the Farm in which lived two Finland 
Peaſants who had the care of the Cows and 
twelve Peacocks. Towards Evening the Ru/- 
fian Overſeer came home from Petersbourg; 
he welcomed us, invited us to his Houſe, 
kiſſed us after the Ruſſian Cuſtom, and ſent 
for a great Pot of Butter-milk, which he 
took to himſelf, leaving us to make ſhift as 
well as we could to come at it. We deſired 
him-to ſend for the chief of the Samoieds, 
and to talk with him, which he did and or- 
dered at the ſame time another of the Samozeds 


to be brought along him, who having been 
nine Years in Ruſſia and learned a little of 
the Language, was to ſerve for an Interpre- 


ter. He obliged the chief Samoied to make 


a Bow after the Ruſſian way, and to talk 


with his Comrade in their own Language. 
He obeyed but with an ill Will, and the Ru/- 
fan Overſeer told us, that he was ſuch a wild

and ill-natured Fellow that ſeveral times he 


fell upon Strangers, who came to ſee the 
Ifland in the Overſeer's abſence, bit them in 
the Face and Ears, and uſed them very bar- 


barouſly. For which being lately chaſtiſed 


with the Batogs, he grew fo furious that he 
bir a Morſel of Fleſh out of his own Hand, 
(the Scar of which he forced him to ſhew 
to the Company) bur that he was reſolved 
to repeat the Batogs often enough till he had 


tamed him. He was at length brought to 


anſwer thoſe Queſtions which we asked him 
by the means of the Overſeer and the Inter- 
preter, to this Effect. That in their Coun- 
trey they knew nothing of Religion, Churches, 
Prieſts, or Prayers, nor had they any Towns 

” | | or 
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or Villages, but their Habitations were ſuch 
Hurdles as we had ſeen. in their Hut, which 
by the help of their Rain-deer they carried 


over the deep Snow from Place to Place, and 


fixed their Abode where they liked beſt ; their 


chief Delight was in ſcatingz they had no o- 


ther Magiſtrates than a Boyar, but he lived 
at a great diſtance from them, and a King the 
Czar lately put over then. On this Occa- 
fion the Overſeer acquainted us that the ſaid 
King of the Samoieds was a Polander, who had 
an Allowance of ten Rubels a Month, be- 
fides eating and drinking, and that he con- 


ſtantly lived at Petersbourg being at the ſame 


time the Jeſter of the Court. The Samoied 
further ſaid that he liked his native Countrey 


Sambtjidi (as they pronounce it) better than 


Petersbourg, and that he longed ſoon to re- 
turn to his Wife and four Sons, who (ſaid 


he) can all ſcate. The Overſeer ordering him 


to count, he lifted up his Fingers and by 


them counted till ten, and being deſired to go - 


on, he always began at one and left off at 


ten, ſaying, they had no other Numbers than 


thoſe which ſufficiently ſerved their Purpoſe. 


Being asked how far he was advanced in Years, 


he anſwered he had lived a great many, to 
which the Interpreter added that they knew 
nothing of Years and Times any further than 
the Sun's riſing and ſetting. We gueſſed him 
to be about fifty Years of Age. He being 
very croſs in making his Anſwers, we let him 
go, but before he left us, he bid the Inter- 


preter with a diſdainful Air, tell our Ladies, 


that the Women of his Country were ve 
near as handſome as they. After this he wa

The Overſeer ſhewed us a 
little Grove, or Nurſery of Oaks, as a very 
great Rarity about Petersbourg, and ſo we 
took our leave of him.

an univerſal Medicine againſt any Indiſpoſiti- A the 
on. There are four different ſorts of Baths, Ruſſians. 
out of which they chuſe one which they 
think to be the moſt proper againſt their Di- 
ſtemper. Some ſit naked in a Boat, and hay- 
ing brought themſelves by violent rowing into 
a great Sweat, ſuddenly throw themſelves into 
the River, and after having ſwum for ſome 
time, they get out and dry themſelves either 
by the Sun, or with their Shirts. Others 
leap cold into the River, and afterwards lie 
Cloſe to a Fire which they make on the Shore, 
rubbing themſelves over the whole Body with 
Oil or Greaſe, and turn themſelves ſo long 
about the Fire till it is chafed in; which in 2 
their Opinion renders their Limbs ſupple and 
nimble. The third ſort is the moſt common: 
Behind the Finlandiſh Slaboda in the Foreſt 
along a little River are built upwards of thir- 
ty Bagnios, one half for Men, and the other 
half for Women; on the tops of the Houſes 
are placed Children who cry that their Bag- 
nios are thoroughly heated. Thoſe who 
have a mind to bath, undreſs under the open 
Sky, and run into the Bagnio; after having ſuf- 
ficiently ſweated and got cold Water poured 
upon them, they go to bask and air them- 
ſelves, and run up and down through the 
Buſhes ſporting with one another. It is aſto- 
niſhing to ſee not only the Men, bur alfo 
che Women unmarried as well as married in 
COTS "I | their

| their ſeveral Diſtrits, running about, to the 
number of forty or fifty, and more together, 
ſtark naked without any ſort of Shame or 
Decency, ſo far from ſhunning the Strangers 
who are walking thereabouts, that they even 
laugh at them. The Kuſſians in general both 
Men and Women uſe this ſort of bathing 
Winter and Summer twice a Week ar leaſt; 
they pay one Copeck a Head, the Bagnios be- 
longing to the Czar. Thoſe that have Bag- 
nios in their Houſes, pay yearly ſomething 
for it; which univerſal Bathing throughout 
Ruſſia brings a conſiderable Revenue into the 
Czar's Coffers. There is a fourth ſort of 
Bathing which is their moſt powerful Re- 
medy in the greateſt Diſtempers: They cauſe 
an Oven to be heared as uſual, and when 
the Heat is ſomewhat abated (yer {till ſo 
hot that I was not able to hold my Hand 
on the Bottom above a quarter of a Mi- 
nute) five or fix Ruſſans, more or leſs, creep 
into it, and having {tretched themſelves our 
at their full length, their, Companion who 
Waits without, ſhuts the Hole ſo faſt, that 
they can hardly breath within: When they 
can endure it no longer they call, upon which 
he that is upon the Watch lets the Sick come 
out again, who after: having breathed ſome 
freſh Air, creep into the Oven again, and re- 
peat this Operation till they are almoſt roaſt- 
ed, and coming out, their Bodies being 
ruddy like a Piece of red Cloth, throw 
themſelves, in the Summer time into the Wa- 
ter, or in Winter which they love beſt, into 
the Snow, with which they are covered all o- 
ver, leaving only the Noſe and Eyes open, and

| Commiſſioners were appointed in the ſaid Year 


1710. for a new Viſitation through the whole 


Country, who were to ſet down the number 


of Houſes in each Village, with the Names 
not only of the Maſters, but alſo of their 
whole Families. IntheYear 1715, new Orders 
were given to the Provincial Commiſſioners 
to perambulate the Countrey, and to view all 
the Houſes in order to their being exactly 
regiſtered, which was done aceordingly in the 
Government of Moskow, but deferred in the 


other Governments, for what Reaſon is not 


known. However all theſe Diſpoſitions are 


not ſufficient for putting a ſtop to the Cor- 


ruptions and Artifices made uſe of by; the: 


Nobility to render the Czar's ſalutary Inten- 


tions ineffectual. The only Riches of the 
2 part of them conſiſting in Villages and 


anded Eſtates, all their Thoughts are bent 


: upon making the beſt Advantage of them, 


and skreening as much as poſſible their Pea« 


ſants from publick Taxes, to obtain which 


End they think no Means unlawful ; and if 
there is one or other among the Commiſſio- 
ners of ſo honeſt a Mind as to be proof a- 
gainſt Corruption (which is a very rare thing 
in that Nation) yet the Nobility know how 


to find Expedients for impoſing on the very 


Senſes of the ſaid Officers, Wien *

do the more eaſily, ſeeing the Houſes of the 
Peaſants are wholly made of Timber notched.

Settlements made there ſince Urania ſubmit-

levied in the faid Government according to. 


the Viſitation of 1710. Beſides theſe ordina- 


ry Taxes the Country People pay yearly a 
certain /mpoF# to the Czar on Mills, Ponds, 
Fiſhing, Bee-hives, Meadows, Gardens, Bag- 


nios, and other the like Poſſeſſions. The 


Mills are aſſeſſed in proportion to the Quan- 


tity that may yearly be ground in them, the 
Owner paying, to the Czar the value of the 
fourth part of what he clears. This Pro- 
portion is obſerved as to the Mills belonging 
to ordinary People and the Clergy, but thoſe 


that are above them have found Means in this 
Article as well as others, to perſuade the 
Commiſſioners that their Mills yield much 
leſs than they really do, and to prevail with 
them to be very favourably uſed.

it high or low, according as Circumſtances 
went then. The Province of Horpt pays ac- 


cording to Capitulation 27000 Rubels, Riga 
600, Ger gooo, and Reval 1 ooo. 
The Inhabitants of the Towns and Mar- 
ket Towns in Ruſſa not only pay the above- 
ſaid ordinary Taxes in common with the Pea- 
ſants, bur alſo over and above ſome other Im- 
poſts. Two of which are general, viz. Ground- 
Rents, and a Tax on Eſtates real and perſonal. 
Ground- Rents are levied on all Burghers Hou- 
ſes that do not ſtand on Mhite Ground, at 
the Rate of five Copecks a Year on every fa- 
thom Square. Yhite Ground ſignifies in 
Ruffa ſuch Parcels of Land as in former 
times were aſſigned to great Men or the No- 
bility, as alſo to Soldiers for their Habita- 
tion, by which they were exempted from 
thar ſort of Contribution. The reſt are 
called black Ground and are liable to the a- 
boveſaid Rent, by whomſoever inhabited, e- 
ven the greateſt Men not exceptod if they 


build on ſuch Ground. However this Tax 


is very eaſy in Compariſon to that on Eſtates 


real and perſonal, which is only laid on ſuch 


Perſons as exerciſe Trade, Handicrafts, or the 
like. This is —_— a conſtant Revenue, 
though it varies almoſt every Year. For con-

duce the choice of Burghermaſters among 
them: who are to ſee an Equality obſerved in 
Contributions, and in caſe one of the. Inha- 8 | 
bitants is fo reduced as not to be able to Z 
pay his Quota, to free him from that Bur- 
then and to lay it on another who is in bet- 
ter Circumſtances. They divide all the Inha- 
bitants as to their Poſſeſſions into certain 
Claſſes, rating ſome at half a Copeck, others 
at two, three, and ſo on to one Rubel: But 
notwithſtanding, the Townſmen or Burghers 
find much Eaſe by this Method, yet the Tax 
itſelf is ſtill an heavy Burthen upon them, for 
they find, that what the Collectors ſoftly 
term being rated at one Altin or three Co- 
pecks, amounts upon the upſhot to twenty or 
thirty Rubels, and thoſe of the firſt Claſſes 
even yearly pay five or ſix hundred Rubels 
reckoning one Year with another, beſides 
the uſual Cuſtoms which they pay in their 
reſpective Ways of Trade. There are two 
particular Impoſts more which. Townſmen 
pay; the one is for their Bagnios; an ordinary 
Burgher pays one Rubel, but rich Mer- 
chants trading by wholeſale and Boyars pay 
three, and this is almoſt the ſole Duty the 
Nobility pay for their Houſes which are free 
from all other Impoſts beſides. All Poſſeſ- 
ſors of Houſes of what Condition ſoever, are 
obliged to contribute towards repairing the 
Pavement, or rather the flooring of the 
Streets, (for they are laid over with Timber 
like a Bridge) paying every fifth Year' five 
Copecks for each Fathom. the Houſe holds 
in front; this Tax however yields little or no

The Archbiſhops and Biſhops are 
poſſeſſed of great Eſtates, but are compelled

5 ther Subject. Ten Years ago, and upwards, 
when the unfortunate War againſt Sweden re- 
E | uired vaſt Sums of Money, all the Church- 
* | ands were taken from the Biſhops and Mo- 
3 naſteries by the Advice of the Privy- Counſel- 
. lor Count Muſſin Puſchkin, and united to the 
Czar's Demeſnes: But in the Year 1711. the 
Biſhops had theirs reſtored, which the Court 
= did either to get rid of their Importunities 
© - and Complaints, or. to remove all occaſion of 
- inteſtine Commotions at a time when a War 
= - was breaking out with the Turks, However 
= this Reſtoration was clogged with a Salvo, 
: that after having let thoſe Prelares hoard up 
for two or three Years, a free Gift of about 
twenty or thirty thouſand Rubels ſhould be 
asked of them every third or fourth Year in 
proportion to rheir Dioceſes, the Income of 
which the Court had had in the mean while 
an opportunity of knowing. The. Czar alſo 
reſerved to himſelf the Patriarchal Lands after 
having ſupprefſed that Dignity upon the

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Villages that had been taken from them, re- 
ſtored without any Difficulty; but the leſſer 
Monaſteries who knew nothing of the Re- 
ſolutions the Court had taken in their Fa- 
vour, till the firſt Heat was again abated, met 
with great Difficulties in getting their former 
Poſſeſſions reſtored; and many Monks are to 
this Day ſeen haunting the Senate and ſolli- 
citing with great pains, though perhaps to 
no purpoſe, for a thing that at firſt was will- 
ingly offered. The ſecular Clergy as they 
are leſs honoured than any other Perſons in 
Ru ſia, ſo they labour under greater Impoſts 
in proportion to their Revenue, than other 
Burghers. He that is Curate of a Place, pays 
ſix Copecks for each Houſe lying in his Pa- 
riſh, though it hardly yields ſo much to him 
_ ſelf. Beſides this he pays another Tax on ac- 
count of his Prieſtly Character, and even a- 75 
nother ſtill for his Children.

to make the belt Advantage of thoſe Bleſſings 


which Nature has beſtowed upon them, thoſe 
Impoſts would appear eaſy enough: Bur the 
Peaſants, on one (ide, not underſtanding ei- 
ther how to improve their Land, or to make 
the beſt of its Produce; and, on the other 
fide, the Nobility exbauſting their very Sub- 
ſtance, the Country groans under an inſup- 
portable Burthen, and their Minds ſeem fo 


very, that though they are taught the moſt 
obvious Improvements in Husbandry, yet 
they do not care to depart from the old way, 
thinking that no body can underſtand it bet- 
ter than their Anceſtors did. And it is eaſy to 


judge what Account their fruitful Soil might 


turn to, if one looks out of Ruſſia into the 
Country of the Coſacks, where the Ground 
is nat near ſo good; for thoſe People _ 
far more induſtrious and active than the Ruſ- 


ſians who live among them, and managing 
their Husbandry much upon the fame Foot 


as in Poland, thrive by it, notwithſtanding the 


quartering of Soldiers, and other Oppreſſions, 
much better than the Ruſſians, who have the 


Protection of the Government. The ſame 
Unthriftineſs is the Reaſon that many Country 
Families run away from their Habitations,when 
they find themſelves infolvent, being appre- 
henſive of the Execution, which in theſe Parts 
falls little ſhort of Torture. Some of thoſe 
Fugitives run into the Forreſts, and join the

for every Year, during which he ſhall have 
entertained him, ſo that no Body would be a 

reat Gainer by ſuch a Bargain, ſeeing a Pea- 
ant ſeldom pays half that Sum'to his Lord, 
But they who ſuffer moſt by ſuch a Run-away, 
are his Neighbours, for as they are under an 


Incapacity of manuring his Land, which, as 
it is eaſy to imagine, is commonly quite out 


of Heart, and yet are forced to make up the 
full Sum of the Czar's Taxes, as though there 


was no Deficiency in the Number of Inhabi- 
rants; it follows of Courſe, that being at 


length quite ruined themſelves, they follow 
the Example of their Brethren, and fly from 


their Habitations to the Forreſts. Yet even 
theſe Diſorders are not fo prejudicial to the 


Country as the Miſmanagement of the Pro- 


vincial Commiſſioners, Chancellors, and Clerks, 
who are intruſted with the Collection of the 


Taxes. + Theſe Cormorants no ſooner enter 
upon their Offices, but they make it their ſole 
Study how to build their Fortunes upon the 


Ruin of the Country People, and he that 


came among them having hardly Clothes to 
his Back, is often known in four or five 


Years time, to have ſcraped ſo much toge-

ther, as to be able to build large Stone- 
Houſes, when ar the ſame Time the poor 


The. 


Subjects are forced to run away from their 


Cottages. It is certain they cannot clear ſo 
much by their Salaries, which ſome time a- 
go hardly amounted to fx Rubelsga Year, 
but were lately augmented to fifteen or twen- 
ty, by a new Order from the Czar, to the in- 
tent, that no Pretext be left for the like Ex- 
tortions. But as the ſuperior Officers are no 
leſs greedy. of unlawful Gains than their Infe- 
riors, and conſequently connive at their vile 


Practices, the Country is exhauſted, to that 
Degree, that though in the moſt difficult 


Times a Houſe is hardly taxed above fix or 
ſeven Rubels a Year, yet the Inhabitants by 
the Extortions of thoſe Officers of the Fi- 
nances, are forced to pay every Year no leſs 
than thirteen, or even fifteen; and a certain 
Ruſſian, who had been converſant in theſe 
Affairs, was once heard to ſay, that of one 
hundred Rubels collected in the Country, he 


Was poſitively aſſured not thirty ever came in- 


to the Czar's Coffers, the Remainder being 
divided among the Officers for the Trouble 
of gathering them in. The Artifices which 
they make uſe of, are innumerable, and though 
a Stop is put co ſome. by the Czar's Regula- 
tions, yet they are ſurprizingly dexterous in 
finding out new ones. For Inſtance, if a ſu- 
perior Officer has a Mind to ſhew a Kindneſs 
ro his Clerk, he provides. him with a Com- 
miſſion for examining, whether the Peaſants 
of a certain Territory have paid in all their 
Taxes, and can produce Receipts for it. The 
Clerk as ſoon as he enters into a Village, asks 
with Importunity for the Receipts, and in the 

| mean 
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mean While quarters himſelf with his Train 
upon the Inhabitants. The Peaſant, on the 
other Hand, if unluckily in his Surprize he 
is not able immediately to produce the Re- 
ceipt, which often happens, the Dread they 


have for thoſe. Blood · ſuckers, making them 
loſe their Senſes, he is forced to pay the Tax 
over again upon the Spot, or at leaſt, if he 


bas any Hopes of finding the Receipt, ro 


bribe the Clerk in order to allow him ſome © 


Reſpite. The Receipt being at length pro- 


duced, he is indeed exempt from any further 


Payment, however he muſt fee the Clerk for 


his Trouble, without reckoning his eating : 


and drinking. This Method is frequently 
made uſe of, where they know that the Man- 


nor- Houſe is burnt down, where thoſe Papers 
concerningLands are uſually kept, in whichCaſe 


the Plea of ſuch a Misfortune bears no Weight 


with thoſe unmereiful and greedy Executioners. 
Beſides the Faxes abovementioned, which Ice

former Times the Cities of Novogrod and Pleſ- 
kow coined Money of their own, yet that 
Privilege has long ſince been taken from 
them. The Mint Offices at thoſe Places 
were, for ſome time after, made uſe of to 
coin Money in the Czar's Name, and for his 
Profit; but they were in Proceſs of Time 
quite removed 5 rom thence, and carried to 
Mostow, where there are at preſent the only 
„ | Two 
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two Mints in Ruſia One is called Monetny 
Dwor, in which hitherto nothing has been 
coined but Copper-Money, at the Rate of 
two Pound Copper for à Rubel; in the other, 
named Denezny, the Silver Species of all Sizes 
are coined, and an Aſſayer is conſtantly kept 
there. It is reckoned that both Offices toge- 
ther are worth to the Czar yearly two hun- 
dred thouſand Rub es. 
2. Monobo- The Right of keeping Publick Houſes 
ty of firong is reſerved to the Czar, in all the Provinces 
Lau. and Dependencies of the Ruſſian Empire, 
except Ukraina, as far as it is inhabited by 
Colacks, not by Ruſſians, and Livonia. This 
Right only extends to Liquors brewed and 
prepared within the Country; as for Inſtance, 
Beer, Mead, and Brandy made of Corn, 
which no body throughout all the Ruffian 
Dominions is allowed to ſell but the Czar, the 
Offenders as to Beer and Mead, being liable 
to a Fine, and as to Brandy, even to corpo- 
ral Puniſhment. That Nation being more 
given to ſtrong Liquors than any other, it is 
eaſy to conclude, that this Revenue is very 
conſiderable, the rather, becauſe every thing 
in thoſe publick Houſes is ſold for double the 
Price of the prime Coſt. By this Method 
the greateſt Part of the Nation's Money ts 
drawn into the Czar's Treaſury ; for Labou- 
rers as well as Soldiers receiving one half of 
their Pay in Proviſions, and the other half in 
Money, they are not very ſaving of the lat- 
ter, but 1 upon receiving it, car- 
ry a good deal of it to the Tap - Houſe; 
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and though there are ſome of that Nation, 
who commonly abſtain from ſtrong Liquors, 
yet in the Eaſter Week, and on other *

Dominions, yield to the Czar, amounts to 

near a Million of Rubels yearly: Moskow a- 

lone yields above one hundred thouſand, and 

the other Towns in proportion, forty, thirty, 

twenty, ten, and even the ſmalleſt of them one 

or two thouſand; The Profit would: ſtill. be 

greater, if the Boyars and Nobles were not 

allowed to carry Brandy for their own Con-

Preparations having been made by the great 


whole Court during three Months for a grgat Maſque- 
Maſquerade, the ſame was at length kept on rade,

The Com- 
ou conſiſted of about four hundred Perſons of 
both Sexes. Every four Perſons had their pro- 
per Dreſs and peculiar muſica] Inſtruments, ſo 
that they repreſented a hundred different ſorts 
of Habits and Muſick, particularly of the A- 
fiatick Nations. The four Perſons appoint- 
ed to invite the. Gueſts, were the greateſt 
Stammerers that could be found in all Ruſia.

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Brideſmen, Stewards, and Waiters. © Fhere 


were four running Footmen, the moſt un- 


weildy Fellows, who had been troubled with 


the Gout moſt of their Life: time, and were 


ſo fat and bulky that they wanted others to 
lead them. The Mock-Czar of Mostom, who 
repreſented King David in his Dreſs, inſtead 


of a Harp had a Lyre covered with a Bear- 


skin, to play upon. He being the Chief of 


the Company, was carried on a fort of Pa- 
geant placed on a Sled, to the four Corners 


of which were tied as many Bears, which be- 
ing prickt with Goads by Fellows purpoſcly 
appointed for it, made ſuch a frightful roar- 
ing as well ſuited: the confuſed and horrible

on, for the ſaid Prince had by continually 
frequenting vicious Company contracted ſu 
corrupt Habits, as could not fail producing 
an Averſion to him in all honeſt Minds; and 
notwithſtanding all Repreſentations, be was 
ſo far ſunk in Senſuality that he went on in 
his former Courſes, not conſidering that by do- 
ing ſo he indangered his Succeſſion to the 
Crown. For the Czar being at length by his 
Son's perverſe Conduct wrought into an Ab- 
horrence of his Perſon, began to drop broad 
Intimations, that, unleſs he gave timely Hopes 
of Amendment, he might be ſure of having 
his Crown ſhaved and being thruſt into 4 
Convent, it being better to ſever an uſeleſs 
Member from the Body, than to ſuffer the 
k to ſpread through the whole. 
The Czarewitz's own Favourites grew ſenſi- 
ble of the Danger, and did not fail to ac-

and had no other Witneſſes of her Complaints 
and Tears, beſides the Princeſs of Eaft- Frize- 
land her Companion, and the Walls of her 
own Apartments. To enter into Particulars 
of her Sufferings would require a Volume; 
I ſhall content my ſelf with making mention 
of a Finlandiſh Woman a Captive, whom 
the Czarewitz took openly into his Houſe 
for a Miſtreſs, and was never out of her 
Company Nigbt or Day. This State of their 
Domeſtick Affairs laſted till the Princeſs's 
Death, which was occaſioned partly by her 
continual Grief and Affliction, partly by the 
Neglect of the Midwives at her Lying-in. 
The Princeſs having been delivered of Prince 
Peter Alexiewitz on the 21 of OFober, was fix 
Days after ſeized with ſo dangerous an Indiſ- 
olition, that her Recovery was immediately 
deſpaired of. When ſhe obſerved that her End 
was approaching, ſhe deſired to ſee the Czar, 
for the Czarina was ſo near her Time that 
ſhe could not go abroad. The Czar being 
indiſpoſed at the fame Time, was carried thi- 
ther on a Machine rowling. upon Wheels. 
Being arrived, the Princeſs rook her Leave of 
him in the moſt moving Expreſſions, and re- 
commended her two Children and Servants 
to his Care and Protection; whereupon ſhe 
embraced her two Children in the moſt ten-

would prove but à poor Defence againſt a res 
gular Attack. Within the firſt Wall, rhrough 
which the River Mostoꝛo runs, are the Slal 
das or Suburbs, the greater Part of which 
are vaniſned away, by the Incurſions of. the 
Fartars in former Times, and frequent Fires. 
In the Compaſs of the ſecond Wall lies Czar- 
Corod or the Czar's City. The third is called 
Ritai-Gorod (Kitai with the Ruſſians ſignifies 
Ching) or the Chineze Town, becauſe Chi- 
neze Goods are ſold there: The fourth Wall 
makes up Kremelin, which is the Czar's Re- 
ſidence, large enough to make a Town by it 
ſelf. Near and about the Czar's Palace ſtand 
the ſeveral Offices, the Patriarch's Houſe, and 
about forty Churches and Chapels. Before 
the Caſtle is a large Market Place, which is 
the fineſt in the whole Town. All the Build- 
ings in Kremelin, are of Stone, and very du- 
rable. Kitaj-Gorod is the proper Place for 
Trade, the Booths are ranged into ſeparate 
Quarters and Streets, according to the Goods 
ſold in them, which is a great Conveniency 
for the Buyers, in ſo large a City. A pecu- 
culiar Spot is aſſigned for the Images of their 
Gods and Saints, where they are exchanged 
r Money; for it would be a Crime among 
he Ruſſians to ſay, they were bought or ſold, 
d for this Reaſon there is no bargaining a- 
wut the Sum demanded, for one muſt either

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Part of the Town: deſigned for a Market, 
how large ſoever, yet is ſo crowded with 
People, that it is hard to get through; and 
I: found by Experience, that in any of the 
moſt noted Fairs in Germany, the People are 
not ſo thick as they are there every Day. In 
Czar-Gorod are large Markets, where nothing 
but Wooden Wares are ſold: Their Houſes 
are Part of that Commodity, for they ſtand 
there by Hundreds ready made, and put up for 
Sale. If a Buyer is found for one, it is taken 
to Pieces, and carried to the Place where he 
wants to have it ſet up, which is done in a 
few Minutes. This ſort of Buildings, of 
which the greateſt Part of Mostou is made 
up, conſiſts of Timber joined together in a 
ſquare Figure, after which the Chinks are 
ſtopt with- Moſs, and a Roof made over it of 
thin Planks. There are alſo thouſands of 
Coffins of different Sizes to be ſold there: 
They are nothing elſe but Stocks of Trees 
ö made hollow in the F Orm of Troughs, and 5 
covered with a Lid. When any of the com- 
mon Sort dies, his Relations go and buy ſuch 
a Coffin, and ſo bury him without any fur- 
ther Ceremony. Moſt of the Houſes in Mo/> 
tot are built as aboveſaid, and differ little or 
nothing from thoſe in the Villages. The 
frequent Fires that have happened there, have 
left, in many Parts of that City, waſte and 
empty Places; for the rebuilding of which 
there is the leſs Hope, becauſe of a late Or- 
der, forbidding not only to build any again, 
but alſo to repair any of the Stone · Houles, 
which occaſions a ſtill greater Decay of that 
City.

They opened the Coffin of the firft, in which 
his Corpſe lay uncorrupted, but covered all 
over with divers Silks; the Prieſts only ſhew- 
ed one of his Hands, which the Ruſftians, 
who had watched the Opportunity of getting 
in with me, kiſſed with a great deal of De- 
votion and Veneration. There was alſo kept 
in this Church the Image which a certain 
Ruſſian Prieſt had cut and flaſhed with a 
Knife, for which he was, in the Year 1715, 
f burnt alive as an Heretick, and Defiler of I 
Pag. $2, mages, as I related above. In a ſeparate 
Room there was a vaſt Treaſure of golden 
Chalices, Plates, and other Church Orna- 
ments, as alſo a New Teſtament fairly written 
and bound in Silver, richly ſet with precious 
Stones. Moreover, I was ſhewn a Chalice 
of Jaſper, of ancient Grecian Workmanſhip, 
which, as they pretend, St. Anthony threw 
into the Water at Rome, and, upon his mira- 
culous Arrival at Novogorod, found it again 
in the River there. That Saint and his Mi- 
racles are mightily cried up among the Ruſ- 
ſians. In the Steeple of this Cathedral lies 
the famous great Bell, which has not its Fel- 
low as to Bigneſs. It is all ſcrawled over with 
the Names of thoſe that ſaw it, and the De- 
ſcriptions which Travellers have given us of 
this Piece of Curioſity, are pretty exact. It

In their Churches and Convents I 
could never meet with the Old Teſtament, 
for they have only the New, in the binding 
and adorning of which they ſpare no Ex- 
pence.

the ſame Room were ſix wooden Cheſts, in

The Prieſt, my Con- 
ductor, led me to a Chamber ſeparated from 
the Body of the Church ſide ways behind the 
Altar, in which ſtood three Stone Coffins. In 
the firſt lay the Corpſe of the famous Czar 
Ivan Baſilowitæ, and in the other two thoſe 
of his two Sons. In a ſeparate Place of the 
Church lies the true Demetrius, who was in 
the Year 1591. murdered by Boris Gudenow, 
then Great Steward to the Czar Fedor or 
Theodor, and after the latter's Death Uſurper 
of the Crown. The ſaid Demetrius's Coffin 
ſtands near to a Pillar over againſt the great 
Altar, and is placed under a little Altar built 
in Honour to him, his Memory being almoſt

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in no leſs veneration among the Ruſlias 


than that of a Saint, and the greater part of

cious Palls ; the Turcois in particular, which 
the Czar Ivan in his Life-time wore on his

At 
Monaſter, ien u n 1 
firſt ſne ſeemed ſtartled at my Servant's Pro- 
poſition and made ſome difficulty to comply 
with my Requeſt; but upon my ſending the 
Diak, or Clerk of the Office of State, who 
accompanied me everywhere, and his ſhew- 
ing her the Archbiſhop of Reſan's Order in 
Writing, ſhe. forthwith cauſed the Church- 
door to be opened and me to be conducted 
into it by two old Matrons. But one of them 
held me continually by the Sleeve, and as my 
Curioſity to view a very ancient and noble 
piece of Painting on the Altar, made me break 
looſe, I was civilly reprimanded, apd imme- 
diately Frankincenſe \ $108 ht to purify all 
the Places where 1 had walked. This done, 
they ſhewed me the Burying-places of all the 
Czaritzas (or Czarinas) and Czarennas (or 
_ Czariſh Princeſſes) which are adorned after 
the ſame manner as thoſe of the Czars, and 
make a fine Appearance; the Corpſes lie in 
Stone Coffins rapged in the ſame Order as 
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pulchre of St. Ailtulus, who lived three hun- 


dred Years 855 and of whom they related a- 


bundance of Miracles. The Abbeſs or Igu- 
mene, (as the Ruſſians call her) of this nota- 
ble Nunnery, had the Curioſity to invite me 
into her Apartment, though ſhe was indiſ- 
poſed, and is otherwiſe bur ſeldom to be ſeen. 
She was attended by many Nuns who ſnew- 
ed a great deal of reſpect to her: After hav- 
ing complained to me of the ill State of her 
Health, ſhe.cur ſeveral Slices of Rye-bread, 
which ſhe dipped into a ſweet, and to me 


unknown, Liquor, and offered them to me 


eat. Then a Nun brought ſome Silk-work 
made in their Monaſtery, which the Abbeſs 


preſented ro me to keep in Remembrance of 


her, after which ſhe asked me many Queſti- 
ons about the Manners of Germany and the 
Nunneries there, and was very attentive to 
the Account I gave her in anſwer to what 
ſhe asked. Laſt of all ro give me a Mark 


of her Friendſhip, ſhe ordered ſome of the 


principal Nuns to entertain me in their com- 
mon Cell, which they did accordingly with 
much Civility and no leſs Affability, and af- 
ter having made me drink five Cups of Bran- 


dy almoſt againſt my Will, they deſired me 


to come ſoon again to fee them. I was but 


juſt returned ro my Lodging when one of 


their Servants came with a Letter and divers 


ſmall Preſents of their Nun-work; as I was 


told by a Friend that this was as much as Ci»

In this Nunnery are alſo married Women, 
who either chuſe that Life of their own ac- 
cord on ſome Diſcontent in Marriage, and 
for other weighty Reaſons, or are thruſt into 
it by their Husbands, which in this Country 
is very eaſily done. The Women in Ruſſia 
are kept very cloſe and live in perfect Slave- 


ry; their Husbands uſe them ſo ill that many 
a Woman conceives an Averſion to Matri- 


mony and prefers a Convent to it. On the 
other hand, if married Men turn Monks, the 
Marriage is thereby alſo diſſolved. Many of 


the Maiden-Nuns are forced to monaſtical 


Life either by their Parents for Diſobedience, 
or by their Brothers and Relations out of In- 
tereſt to keep the Eſtate ro themſelves ; hence 
It is that there are many young and handſome 
Nuns, and of good Families in the aboveſaid 
Tchude Monaſter as well as in other Convents. 
They wear long black Gowns with wide 
Sleeves, a Girdle about their Waſte, and on 
their Heads wide black Hoods hanging down 


on the Shoulders, and when they are at Di- 


vine Service they cover the upper part of the 
Face with a Crape. They perform their Ca- 
nonical Prayers Night and Day, and ſing in 
two Choruſes after Ruſſian Notes, but there 
is no great Variation or Art in the Muſick.

miſſion to go a hunting with their Guards, 
but during my being there they were not al- 
lowed to come abroad. This Monaſtery is 
in great Veneration and much frequented by 
reaſon of its being built within in imitation 
of the holy Sepulchre, by the Patriarch Nikon, 
who with great Expence ſent ſeveral able 
Architects to Jeruſalem to take the exact Di- 
menſions of the Original.

Among the Drug 
which Ruffiaiproduces, Rbubarb is one of the 
moſt principal. They dig it in Siberia in 
gteat quantity. The Ruſſians at firſt were 
unatquainted with the value of that Drug, 
which they uſed to ſell for one Grive (or ten 
Copeckt) a Pound. But a certain Merchant 
of Hambourg having contracted with the Czar:

cauſe it begins to dry up pretty well between 
the Houſes, and is now much fitter for Gar- 
deninę than it was beſore. Beſides, it is ob- 
ſerved in the Prince's Gardens on the North 
Side of the River, where the Ground is ſan- 
dy and free, and is warmed by the Sun at 
Noon, that every thing thrives, even the 
fineſt Melons, - and that the French Dwarf- 
Trees planted there bear the beſt Fruit. Ex· 
cepting what is in this Garden, there is ſcarce- 
ly - any Fruit at all in the whole Country; 
which Defect, however, is likewiſe owing 
rather to the Lezineſs of the Inhabitants, than 
to the Barrenneſs of the Soil: For if it 
was not an old Cuſtom among them to ſow 
their Corn before the Winter comes on, they 
would hardly venture to bury it under Ground 
for ſo long a Time, with the Hazard whe- 
ther they ſhould ever ſee it grow up again.

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Their Houſes in 11 are 1 lof w 9045 
the Ruſſians as well as the Finlanders build 
them after the following manner. The Car- 
penter takes the Fir Trees unhewn as they 
are and piles them up into a ſquare Figure, 
faſtening them on the Corners with Dents or 
Notches without much minding whether 
one Tree juts out, and another runs in. Such 
a wooden Box being raiſed to a ſufficient 
Height, he gets into it by the help of a Lad- 
der, and cuts his way out again with a 
Hatchet in the Place where the Door is to 
be, the Windows he forms in the ſame man- 
ner, for there is no opening left when the 
ſquare Box is ſetting up. Next, to make the 
Inſide ſmooth, he planes the Walls with the 
Hatchet, * leaves the Outſide as it is. 
Then the Roof - timber is ſer up, and thin 
Splinters nailed upon it, and ſo the Houſe is 
finiſhed. The Floor is laid with Planks three 
Inches thick cloſe to one another, yet with- 
out faſtening them to the Ground with Nails 
or otherwiſe, ſo that commonly they move

The Planks that make the Ceiling, are cover- 


ed with a great deal of Sand to keep the Room 
warm. The whole Architecture wants no 
other Tool but a Hatchet, Wn" their Car-

very high, and to thruſt his Head in through 
Door {looping very low, comes into the. 
Dom in a —— no * comical than that 
3 0 arlequin when rs upon the 
3 Stage, A — even often 0, x on uſed 
Eo to it, come tumbling into the Houſe with 
their Heads foremoſt. Generally ſpeaking 
the whole Building conſiſts but of one Room, 
with a large ſquare Oven or Stove in it, that 
is flat above, in which they not only boil, 
bake, and roaſt their Victuals Winter and. 
Summer, but even ſleep, in it as well as on 
the Top of it. The Openings that ſerve 
them for Windows haye Shutters before 
them, which they can puſh one way or ano- 
ther to make the Room light or dark. Some 
have Saſhes to them, over which they paſte 
Paper, Rags of Linnen, Hogs-Bladders. and 
the like, to keep out the Air; but People 
who think themſelves above the common 
fort, have ſome ſmall Window or other of 
Ieinglaſs, about a Foot ſquare: As to Beds, 
that is what they have no Notion of; they 
make ſhift to wrap themſelves up in Rags, and 
cover themſelves. with their Clothes. Their. 
common way of going to ſleep is like that of 
the Ruſſians in general: When the Room is 
firſt well heated, ſome go to lie on the Top of 
the Oven, or on the Benches round it, the 
remaining part of the Family range them- 
ſelves on the ſeveral Blanks that are faſtened 
to the Cieling with Ropes or otherwiſe, to 
which they get up with Ladders. Each be- 
wg but one F oot t or at * fifteen or 
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Splinters of Fir, one end of which they put 
into ſome Crevice in the Wall or in the 
Oven, and very often they even take them 
into their Mouths; and as their uſual Work 
is not very nice, they _— do it by that 
Light. The Contrivance of rocking their 
Children is curious: They faſten to the Ciel- 
ing one End of a Pole like that of a Tur- 
ner, on the other End they hang an ob- 
long Basket full of Rags, Hay, and Straw, 
in which the Child lies; they pull it from 
time to time, and ſo the bending of the Pole 
makes the Basket dangle and dance a good 
while: When the Child wants Suck, the 
Mother leans over the Basket and ſuckles it. 
The whole Country being almoſt nothing 

but Buſhes, Moraſſes and Foreſts, there is 
conſequently plenty of Wood, though the 
greater part of it is good for nothing, as it 
has neither a right Sap nor Pith, and is not 
near ſo good as that in Germany. It uſually 
rots in ten or, twelve Years time, which 
makes the Houſes very ſoon decay and ftand: 
in need of Props and Repair. The Trees are 
Fir, Pine, Alder, Birch, Aſp and Elm, but all 
ſhort, wry and knobby Stuff, ſo that their 
Woods may rather be called Buſhes than Fo-

It is obſervable, 
that in the Rivers towards North and Weſt, 
that fall into the Baltic or Yhite Sea, they 
catch great quantities of Salmon: But in the 
other Rivers which run South towards the 
Caſpian Sea, there is not one of that ſort, 
nor Trouts neither. On the contrary they 
yield abundance of Sterlets, a ſort of Fiſh 
which may be preferred to all others for de- 
liciouſneſs, and are not found in the Rivers 
or Waters chat run North.
